ONE OVERCOME BY; FRIGHT 



Heroic Work of Washerwoman no Doubt 
Saves Many Lives— Orphanage in Need ' 
or Clothing and Money 



Flames sweeping through the Mary 
Manila Hobbs building of the Metho- 
dist orphanage at Lake Bluff Saturday 
night between 8 and 9 o'clock, cost the 
life of a 2-year-old boy and damaged 
the structure. Richard Miller, \forgot- 
ten in the mad rush as half a dozen 
heroic deaconesses, assisted by neigh- 
bors, carried his twin brother and sixty- 
one other children to safety, was the 
victim. He had almost died of fright 
""on the third floor of the blazing build- 
ing before it was discovered that he 
was not among those, who had been 
carried out 

Just as Miss Luella Hager, house 
• mother of this floor, missed Richard, 
August Shinsky, head of the volunteer 
fire fighters, staggered from the dor- 
mitory bearing the baby in his arms. 
Within an hour Richard was dead and 
the broiher who had been saved, was 
left without blood kin. 

Following the fire, which broke out 
between 8 and 9 o'clock Saturday night t 
appeals for aid were sent to the Meth- 
odist churches of £he North Shdre and 
already clothing and money is begin- 
ning to pour in oh the orphanage. 

Miss Lucy Judson, superintendent of 
the orphanage, was seated in the ad- 
ministration offices which occupy part 
of the Hobbs building when she heard 
a cry of "fire." Miss Hager had dis- 
covered the blaze in a storeroom. She 
tried to extinguish it and called a warn- 
ing when it got beyond control. 

Immediately the building was: In an 
uproar. 

So rapidly did the blaze spread that 
it was out of the question to try to save 
personal property. With one or two 
exceptions children already were in bed 
and their clothing was consumed. 

As rapidly as the children were car- 
ried from the burning building they 
were taken to the Wadsworth cottage, 
where the boys had been quartered. 
Funds for their relief are being raised 
by Lake 'county as well as by the 
churches. 

Aid was sent from Evanston and ap- 
peal has been made to the Chicago 
churches. '. * 

'•Except for the breaking out of 
scarlet fever in the hospital Richard 
would have been alive today," said 
Miss Judson. "He had been suffering 
from pneumonia and was removed 
from the hospital two days ago on ac- 
count of a fever case." 

At the coroner's inquest physicians 
testified that "pneumonia had weakened 
the boy's heart and that it gave way 
under the shock. 

Richard and his brother Ralph were 
picked up friendless in the streets by an 
agent of the Foundlings' home in Chi- 
cago four months ago and were sent to 
the orphanage. 

The damage to the building amounted 
to about $5,000. James H. Hobbs, hus- 
band of the woman in whose memory 
the orphanage was erected,' stated that 
it would be restored as soon as possible. 
Mrs. Kate Dyer, washerwoman, was 
nearing her home across from the or- 
phanage about 8 o'clock Saturday even- 
'•.-. ing. She saw smoke issuing from the 
top floor of the three story orphanage 
building, .and dropped a basket of 
clothes she was carrying. She started 
on a line for the orphanage door, burst 
in with a cry among the unsuspecting 
occupants of the lower floors and dashed 
up the stairs. 

She soon arrived at the imperiled 
ward*-"** The children had gone to bed. 
Many were "asleep.. Their attendants, 
four in number, heard the cries of Mrs. 
Dyer as ohe ran through the building 
and came running- after her from the 
lower floor. They found the room— it 
is really half attic— heavy with smoke. 
From the midst stumbled the washer- 
woman, three screaming children tucked 
under her arms.

Mrs. Charles R. Thorn* Dies at Her Home 
in this Village Sunday Morning 

Sunday morning of this week, at her 
home in tins village at the hour of nine 
o'clock Mrs. Charles R. Thorn quietly 
passed into .that sleep that knows no 
awakening. An intense sufferer for 
many months she patiently waited for 
the end, fully realizing from the first 
that the thread of life, would soon be 
broken, she without a murmer accepted 

he inevitable and calmly directed the 
affairs of her household as far as her 
strength would allow. Tranquilly she 
talked of her departure from life and 
expressed many wishes to be carried 
out at her demise. 

Miss Tina Walsh v*as born at Fox 
Lake and there she grew to womanhood, 
commanding the highest respect of all. 
When a young woman she joined the 
rank of public school teachers and 
acchieved marked success in her chos- 
en vocation, leaving behind as she retir- 
ed from the work a large number of loy- 
al scholars, many of whom now men and 
women grown came long distances to 
attend the last sad rites of her whom 
they hadnever"forgotten. 

On the twentvrfifth day of Nov. 1896, 
she was united in marriage to Charies 
R. Thorn and -for a short time their 
home was at Lake Villa. Thirteen years 
ago they removed to Antioch and this 
village has since been their home. A 
devout member of the 1 Roman Catholic 
faith her entire life has been that of a 
Chr'stian, doing all in her power to aid 
in all matters pertaining to the church. 

She was an active member of. Olson 
.Camp, number 469, R. N. A. having 
transfered here from Cedar Lake Camp, 
number 460. In this order she was an 
influential worker, filling various offices 
with accuracy and putting ' forth 
every effort for the betterment of the 
order. For three years she acted as 
marshafand had been chosen to seive 
as vice oracle, from which position she 
was taken by illness. 

She is 'survived by her husband, two 
sisters, Mrs. Ed Renehan of Round 
Lake and Mrs. John Boyle of McHenry 
and one brother John of Fox Lake, 
besides many other relatives and a wide 
circle of friends.

OF PURE COPPER 

BURIED DEEPLY 

When Ralph Mulholland, contractor 
for the fencing and drainage on the 
McKeown places near the Five Points 
was last week excavating for a build- 
ing pier his workmen unearthed a 
unique copper mine that will net a tidy 
sum. In digging the hole for the pier- 
ing one of the picks struck a rough, 
round, hard pebble and as the end 
struck the surface a glistening scratch 
was opened, revealing the fact that the 
pebble was pure copper.

Lake county from Winthrop Harbor for 
a week and have, it is reported, closed 
an option on a 100 acre tracts- 
Taking the^ bull by the horns, peti- 
tions against locating of the mills along 
the state line have started at Zion City,' 
Winthrop Harbor and will soon, be 
started in Waukegan. 

Due to the fact that there is no Illi- 
nois prohibitory law, petitions and an 
emergency legislative enactment are 
the only things that can save the county 
from the menace of the tons of dyna- 
mite and powder, likely to go up with- 
out warning at any moment. 

Men suspected of being agents of the 
company were met at Winthrop Harbor 
as late as Friday by a cabman of Zion 
City and driven through northeastern 
Lake county to view different places 
spoken of for a Bite for the mills. 

One is two miles west of the Chicago 
and Millwauke electric road and south 
of the Wisconsin line. 

The other is west of the village of 
Winthrop Harbor on broad, flat, rather 
marshy land there. 

It is declared that 100 acres have 
been placed under option and that the 
deal is being rapidly closed. ^

Superintendent Ebert of the Refinery Says 

That the Company is Not Able to 

Pay Increase Demanded 



The strike at the Corn Products Re- 
fining company at Waukegan was aug- 
mented Tuesday evening when the night 
force of firemen did not show up for 
work. All told there are fifty or more 
men out. Their places have been filled 
by new men. according to a statement 
of Superintendent Ebert and he says 
that the .plant has in no way been 
crippled by the strike. 

One of the leading strikers declared 
that the strike had been called because 



to a raise of two and a half cents an 
hour. They were getting twenty cents 
an hour. At first it was the feeling 
that they should hold out for a raise to 
twenty-five cents an hour but at a 
meeting held on the south side it was 
decided that they would ask merely for 
•La^ raise of two and one-half cents. 

Superintendent Ebert when informed 
of this action declared: "We feel that 
we are paying the men all the money 
that the job is worth and we do not feel 
able to raise' their wages." When 
asked as to whether or not the strikers 
would be allowed to return to their jobs 
if they agree to work for their old scale 
of wages, Mr. Eberts declared that he 
was hot in a position to say until he 
gets instructions from headquarters. 
'• Fearing that there might be some 
sort of a demonstration Assistant Chief 
of Police, Thomas Tyrrell and a few 
members of his force together with 
watchmen from the plant were on 
guard at the gates. The strikers made 
no move to create trouble and wjien 
ordered away from the premises they 
left ..with as much grace as possible. 
They made no attempt, so far as known

Night — John Hagge Loses Barn 

f/Two bad fires in the southeasern part 

of the county caused a total loss of over 

j $5,000 and one to the northwest nearly 

,$3,000. Two stores in Hignwood, one a 

• shoe store and the other a fruit store, 

were burned;out in a fire which started 

in some mysterious manner in the shoe 

store of A. Reid about 5:30 o'clock. 

In Deerfield, a little, to the west of 
Highland Park, fire destroyed a barn, 
three head of horses, and three cows, 
together with many sets of harness, 
belonging to John Hagge, a farmer. 

The origin of this fire is a mystery. 
It is claimed that but a year ago some 
of the children of Mr. Hagge set fire to 
the barn accidentally, and as the same 
children were seen playing in the region 
of the barn but a short time before the 
fire was discovered, it is claimed by 
other residents of the vicinity that it is 
likely that the children set the barn 
afire this time. 

Out in the northwestern part of the 
county another fire lighted up the skies 
for many miles. A summer home, the 
property of F. W. Cornish, Chicago, 
situated on Crabapple Island, at Fox 
Lake, about a mile from shore, was de- 
stroyed by fire of a mysterious origin. 
The family of Mr. Cornish, consisting 
of wife and two children, together 
with Mr. Cornish, had visited the cot- 
tage Sundy with a view of locating at 
the place for the summer. 

The house had been furnished, and the 
time was spent in arranging affairs at 
the house, preparatory to removing 
from Chicago. 

They had no fire in the house while 
there, but hardly had they seated them- 
selves in the train at Fox Lake than it 
was discovered that their cottage was 
on fire. The fire department of Fox 
Lake was called out, but there was no 
way to get the apparatus from the 
mainland to the island. Several of the 
villagers went out in boats, but there 
was nothing to be done. 

The cottage was a two story house, 
of frame construction, and burned like 
tinder. The flames and glare from the 
fire could be seen almost to McHenry. 
The house was entirely consumed, the 
loss totaling close to $3,000.

! SUIT TO BE 

RETRIED

The famous libel suit of Phillip W. 
Mothersill against General Overseer 
Wilbur Glenn" Voliva of Zion City, 
which had its birth in the circuit court 
four years ago, will again be placed on 
the docket of the circuit court at 
Woodstock. 

The suit grew out of the expression 
"Flip the pipp from their bills," which 
it is said was placed upon a placard and 
circulated about Zion City four years 
ago. 'Mothersill started suit for libel 
against Voliva and the case was tried. 
The verdict was for $14,000 against the 
general overseer. 

A new trial was secured along with a 
change of venue by Attorney G. W. 
Field for Voliva, and the case started 
at Woodstock. The verdict there was 
for $20,000 damages but Judge Wright 
cut the verdict in half. The matter 
was taken to the appellate court, and 
the decision reversed, and the case re- 
manded back for trial. The case now 
goes again to the Woodstock circuit for 

the second time.

Henry H. Gage, a former resident of 
Lake county and after whose father 
Gages Corners was named, is dead at 
his home in Chicago, the death taking 
place Monday. Henry Gage was the 
son of John and Portia Gage, whore- 
sided in this county prior to the Civil 
war. Henry Gage was born in Chicago, 
' March 2, 1842. 

When the boy was 4 years of age, 
the family moved into Lake county, 
I they settling in thac section 'of the 
country now known as Gages Corners, 
near Gages Lake. Mr. Gage owned 
extensive farms in the region of the 
corners of the lake and the corners of 
the road, and the settlement was named 
after him. 

Here the family resided until the end 

of the Ciyil war. Henry Gage enlisted 

in the 96th Illinois Volunteers, and 

served throughout the war. When 

mustered out at the last of the struggle 

, Henry settled in Chicago where he 

, started in the real estate business. In 

j this business he has remained until re- 

j cently when failing health forced re- 

1 tirement. 

j Henry Gage was a commander of the 
G. A. R. Memorial association, and a 
member of the Hamilton cjub of Chi- 
cago. He is survived by the widow, 
Mary Gage, three sons, Edward, Stan- 
• ley and Lloyd, and one daughter, Mrs. 
William Lee, all of Chicago.

Tho rapid development of tho hand 
separator system has exerted a pow- 
erful Influence in decreasing tho 
amount of farm-made butter, since the 
farmer, unless he is receiving *a spe- 
cial prlco for his butter, cannot begin 
to compete with tho hand separator 
Bystem. Wo find much of tho dairy 
product that used to leave the farm In. 
tho form of butter, going to the local 
creamery or tho centrnllzer, .in tho 
form of cream. Timo and labor in 
these days aro too valuable to spend 
In the making up of a prdouct for 
which wo receive Iosb thnn wo could 
before it was manufactured, ns Is 
largely the case when we are speak- 
ing of hand separator cream and coun- 
try butter. 

This, however, should be no dis- 
couragement to the person making 
butter on tho farm, for a special mar- 
ket provided he is receiving- a prlco 
commensurate with the quality of but- 
ter he is expected to produce. 

A slight knowledge of bacteriology 
teaches us that tho scouring of milk, 
as well as the presence of many of 
the undesirable flavors, Is duo to in- 
oculating It with these forms of bac- 
teria and affording favorable tempera- 
ture for their growth. The presence 
of largo numbers of foreign bacteria 
1b usually accompanied by unsanitary 
conditions of stables and utensils em- 
ployed. So, by adopting tho principles 
of common cleanliness, by an Intelli- 
gent use of cold well water, for con- 
trolling temperature, and a reasonable 
amount of care to prevent odors from 
the outside air, we should bo able to 
obtain cream for buttennaklng with 
the desirable flavor and aroma. 

From the standpoint of economy 
and quality, the hand separator and 
the use of starters aro two of tho 
most active ngents in the hands of the 
farmer for securing a good grado of 
butter In an economical way; the 
hand separator, because by no other 
method can we secure skim milk In as 
good condition for feeding purposes, 
by no other means can wo so nearly 
control tho per cent of fat In the 
cream, or accomplish the process so 
thoroughly and with bo little labor. 
The Idea that tho only first class but- 
ter Is mado by the old-fashioned set- 
ting system is entirely false and out 
of date, and should bo placed along- 
Bldo tho practice of planting potatoes 
at somo particular quarter of the 
moon. 

The use of starters on tho farm, of 
course, presupposes more or less regu- 
larity In the handling of tho product; 
thnt is, that tho cream Is held about 
the name length of time and that 
chumlngs come on regular days. This 
Involves a little extra labor, but In 
no other way can we hope to secure 
tho most desirable flavor and tho uni- 
formity, from churning to churning 
which Is so essential from the market 
standpoint Conditions that affect 
our efforts to mako the most desirable 
grade of butter are so variable that 
we can formulate no set of rules 
which we could follow for each lot of 
cream and expect to obtain similar re- 
Bults. To be BiiccesBful in this line of 
work It Is necessary that even the 
farm buttermaker familiarize himself 
with tho conditions that effect -his 
marketable product, and be able to 
meet tho advereo condition when it 
confronts him. However, there are a 
few general considerations which, 
carefully followed out, will aid mate- 
rially In securing the desired results. 
Secure tho milk in a cleanly man- 
ner, cool tho cream as soon as pos- 
sible after separation, before mixing 
with previous skimmings. After thor- 
oughly cooling, transfer to the can In 
which It is allowed to accumulate for 
ripening. The temperature for holu\ 
lng should be as low as can bo con- 
veniently secured with tho well water 
at hand. About 18 to 20 hours previ- 
ous to churning the cream should bo 
allowed to rlso to a temperature of GO 
to 70 degrees and starter, either nat- 
ural or commercial, added at tho rate 
of one gallon to ten gallons of cream. 
As soon as tho cream has taken on a 
mildly acid flavor, which will, prob- 
ably occur in from C to 12 hours, It 
Bhould bo again cooled and held at 
churning temperature from two to 
three hours before putting into tho 
churn. The use of tho thormometer 
at this point la Indispensable and no 
buttermaker can hopo to secure de- 
sirable results wlthout.lt 

After tho cream is 'held for two or 
three hours it Is ready to bo strained 
Into the churn. Churning Ib normally 
completed in from 30 to 35 t minuted 
and should bo Btopped when the butter 
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granules are the bIzo of cracked corn 
or wheat grains. Tho buttermilk Is 
then ready *to bo drawn, following 
which tho butter may well be rinsed 
with a small amount of water previous 
to tho washing. Washing is best ac- 
complished by using about tho Bamo 
temperature. However, conditions may 
arise where it is desirable to uso tho 
wash water_colder; In that case. It 
should remain on tho • butter long 
enough to cool It thoroughly. Wash 
the butter by revolving the churn, con- 
taining butter and wash water, about 
ten times, then draw tho wash water. 

Ono of tho common complaints 
mado against dairy butter Is gritti- 
ness, caused by tho presence of undis- 
solved salt. This can bo overcome by 
UBing somo water with tho salt 
Sprinkle the dry salt over tho surface 
of tho granular buttei> one ounco or 
one and one-fourth ounces per pound 
of butter, ''together With about ono 
ounco of water per pound of button 
After mixing by revolving tho churn 
threo or four times, tho butter is 
ready for working, which may bo suc- 
cessfully done on any of tho hand 
workers, or in the combined churn, 
When sufficiently worked, tho salt 
should bo dissolved and tho butter 
should have taken on that appearance 
known as body. Sliding motions which 
tend to produce a greasy appearance 
should bo avoided in working. 

Tho forms of packages for butter 
are almost innumerable, but generally 
speaking, the^ackago most deslrablo 
Ib tho ono that Is standard for tho lo- 
cality where tho butter is being made. 
For local town trado tho common 
earthen jar has long given good satis- 
faction, but for other special markets 
the pound print put up on parchment 
paper and cartons is often preferred. 
In a word, we may say, ubo tho pack* 
ago demanded by tho consumer. 



SOME POINTS IN 

BUYING TEXTILES 



BY CHARLOTTE M.' GIBBS, 
University of Illinois. 

Two classeB of cloth aro manufac- 
tured from wool. 

First: Woolens are mado usually of 
short wool carded and spun into yarn 
In which the threads lie In. all direc- 
tions. This Is woven into cloth which 
usually has the surface heavily felted, 
so that all of tho intersections of 
threads In weaving are covered. Hero, 
then, Is splendid opportunity for adul- 
teratlon, since cotton or poor wool 
may bo covered up by tho surfaco felt- 
ing. 

Second: Worsted, the other class, Is 
made from longer staple wool, combed 
and drawn until tho fibers aro paral« 
lei, then hard twisted. When woven, 
the end 8 of tho threads do not project 
on" tho surface, and tho finish is not In- 
tended to cover tho weave, hence It Ib 
moro difficult to adultorato unless en- 
tire cotton threads aro woven with 
tho worsted, and tbose aro moro easily 
detected than a mixture of cotton and 
wool, o,r shoddy in woolen cloth. Com* 
mon examples of woolens are flannels, 
broadcloth and. Venetian cloth; exam- 
ples of worsteds are serge, challls, 
men's suitings and voile. Mohair Is a 
worsted cloth woven of tho wool of 
the Angora goat, with a warp usually 
of cotton or silk. 

Tho most reliable tests for a mix- 
ture of cotton andhvool aro chemical 
or microscopic ones, but as these aro 
not practical for the average buyer 
others must be sought. Wool has lus- 
ter, and "kinks;" tho ends of the 
threads are stiff and look rather wiry. 
When a sample is carried homo, burn- 
ing will servo to distinguish between 
the two; Wool burnB slowly, chars, 
has an odor of burnt feathers, goes 
|sput easily, and leaves a crisp ash; 
cotton burns quickly, with a flame, 
with little odor, and leaves no ash. 

A little practice In breaking the 
threads will help ono to distinguish be- 
tween the two; tho difference is not 
ono that can be easily explained, but 
the experienced housewife knows It 
well. 



325,000 IN ONE YEAR

THE IMMIGRATION TO CANADA 
SURPASSES ALL RECORD. 

Tho returns recently issued by tho 
Canadian Immigration Branch shows 
that upwards of 325,000 persons ar- 
rived in Canada during the past 
twelve months, declaring their Inten- 
tion of becoming settlers in that coun- 
try. Of this number about 130,000 
were from tho United StateB, the bal- 
anco being from tho British Isles and 
Northern Europe. It will thus bo seen 
that tho sturdy farming element that 
has gone forward from tho - United 
States Is being splendidly supplement- 
ed by an equally sturdy settlement 
from ncross tho seas. Tho lure of 
Canadian wheat, oats, barley and 'flax 
grown on tho rich pralrlo of Western 
Canada Is constantly attracting more 
and more, and year by year tho tide 
of Immigrants to tho Western Canada 
plains increases; there Ib no ebb to 
this tide. Tho Canadian authorities 
aro not surprised at tho number from 
tho United States being as largo as It 
Is but thoy did not look for so largo an 
Immigration from tho old countries. 
Still, they will not ho found unpre- 
pared. Reception halls aro In readi- 
ness at all Important points l ln Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, sur- 
veyors were at work during tho past 
season opening up new districts on 
which to place thoBo seeking freo 
homesteads of 160 acres each, rail- 
ways have been projecting laterals 
from their main lines, and every pro- 
vision has been taken to accorarao- 
dato tho newcomer. A recent dis- 
patch from Antwerp reads: •' "The di- 
version of European emigration from 
tho United States to Canada 1b said 
to bo seriously affecting the Atlantic 
steamship lines. Tho Red Star today 
gives up to tho America-Canada lino 
two of tho best Bpeclal emigrant 
steamers afloat, tho Gothland and tho 
Samland. Theso vessels, heretoforo 
In the Antwerp-New York service aro • 
now to bo operated from Rotterdam to 
Canadian ports." 

On tho dato of tho above dispatch 
word camo to the Immigration branch 
that the "Vanguard of tho 1911 army 
of United States settlers reached Win- 
nipeg at 1:30 o'clock this morning. 
There was a solid train load of ef- 
fects, comprising 41 carloads and two 
colonist sleepers attached to tho train, , 
which contained tho members of 25 
families. Every man Jack In tho 
party Is a skilled farmer, and all have 
como north prepared to go right on 
tho land, which was purchased last 
year. They aro equipped with every- 
thing that experience has shown Is 
necessary to mako a Btart on virgin 
prairie. In addition to machinery and 
household effects there / wero a largo 
number of horses and cattle. Some of 
tho farmers had also -brought along 
gas tractors, which will bo, put right 
to work on ground breaking." 

Ono of tho agents of tho Canadian 
government advises that It would ap- 
pear as If each month of tho present 
year would show a largo increaso over 
tho past year. Tho demand for tho 
literature of the department, describ- 
ing tho country and Its resources. Is 
greater fhan It over has been.

She attended tho dance and shortly 
afterward loft Annapolis' for her home 
In Now Haven. At the time of her 
departure she know nothing of the In- 
cident In which she figured. 

Ono of tho ofllcero on duty at An- 
napolis suggested to tho mldBhlpraan, 
on tho supposition that Miss Boors 
was a domestic, that sho should not 
havo been invited by the. midshipman 
to the hop. 

The midshipman, according to the 
report received at tho department, re- 
plied that ho disagreed personally 
with tho view of his superlors'at tho 
acadoray.

Fly Models to Assist Aviators 

HE Smithsonian .Institution has re- 



THE smltnBonian,inBiuui.iuu uua *«- 
colved and soon will publish tho 
fourth paper In a series dealing with 
tho investigations on the flying organs 
of various Insects and birds. These 
Investigations, which were fostered 
hy Secretary Longloy, now deceased, 
with tho hopo that they would yield 
information useful to engineers, and 
others Interested In tho problem of 
aviation, havo boon carried out under 
tho dlroctlon of Professor von Lcn- 
denflold of Praguo university for ten 

yearB. • 

' Professor von Lendenfleld believes 
that of all forms of Insects, and in- 
deed, of all ilying anlmalB, the blow- 
fly furnishes v^ho most promising pat- 
tern for a flying machine, and that a 
working model, (should be built ac- 
cording to tho pattern and experiment- 
ed with. 

The paper now In tho hands of tho 
printer was prepared by Dr. Wolfgang 
Hitter and describes tho ilying appar- 
atus of tho blowfly. Tho author, with 
minuteness" characteristic of German 
scientists, discusses tho 'anatomy of 
tho structure and articulation of the Ham H. DalL 
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wings and tho functions of every mus- 
cle and joint used In flight. 

Thoso ' already published arc "Tho 
Structure of Wing Feathers," by Dr. 
E. Mascha; "The Clasping Organs 
Attaching the Hind to tho Foro Wings 
in Hymenoptora," by Dr. Loo Walter, 
and "The Air Sacs of Pigeons," by Dr. 
Bruno Muller. 

Dr. rtitter'B paper Is profusely Illus- 
trated with pictures Bhowlng tho dlf-, 
foront experiments ho made with tho 
blowfly. 

Another paper will bo added soon to 
the Smithsonian miscellaneous collec- 
tions, a "Bibliography of tho Scientific 
Writings of R. E. C. Stearns," by Miss 
Mary IL Stearns.

WHERE HIS ASHES W/LL BE LAID 

LTHOUGH Joaquin Miller, 
"the poot of tho Sierras," so 
far recovered from a recent 
illness which threatened to 
prove fatal that he was ablo 
to return with his wife and daughter 
to his home on the heights overlook- 
ing Oakland and San Francisco boy, 
yet his friends entertain little hope 
that he will ever; be fully restored to 
health. Ho is now in his seventieth 
year. Previous to his last Illness ho 
had been separated 'from his wife for 
thirty years, hut the danger of. Mb 
death happily reunited them, and now 
tho aged poet is spending the re- 
mainder of his days amid his well be- 
loved hills, on the .spot whero ho has 
created a characteristic homo, called 
Tho Heights. His massive frame has 
weakened, his once keen eyes are 
dim, his flowing hair and beard are 
white, and tho physicians who have 
climbed the wooded hills to minister 
to him declare there is little if any 
hopo — that it Is merely a matter- of 
a few weekB when Joaquin Miller will 
have been gathered to his fathers. 
HIb ashes, according to. his wish, will 
bo scattered to tho winds from tho 
pyro in tho hills hack of The Heights* 
which marks the last resting place of 
his daughter, Maud, who died several 
years ago. The reunion with his wife 
may prolong his days, and tho care 
that his other daughter, Juanita,. be- 
stows upon him may build up his with- 
ered strength a little, but there ' is 
hardly more than a shell for them to 

nurse. 

Perhaps.no more picturesque figure 
is extant in tho literary history df 
California and the west than Joaquin 
Miller. He is a distinct type, seem- 
ingly inseparable from tho environ- 
ment in which he has lived these 
twenty years or more. He has gath- 
ered inspiration from the rolling 
green hills, from tho ruddy sunsets, 
from tho blue Pacific waters, from the 
fog banks that roll in with tho night- 
fall, from the vista of land and sea as 
soon from his eyrie on The Heights, 
from tho Golden Gate and the shadowy 
ships that sail through It into the rim 
of tho horizon and are lost in the 
vapor's pall. 

Ho has been, perhaps, too familiar 
to the residents of Oakland and 
neighboring suburbs to create tho In- 
terest that he would if he should sud- 
denly appear in some eastern city 
.clad In his high top boots, buckskin 
clothing and wide brlmmod sombrero, 
with his, curly hair flowing from be- 
neath its brim. 

Even to this day, or perhaps it 
should bo said up to> the time of his 
illness, Joaquin Mlllor retained' his 
grace and commanding aspect. He 
has lived much out of doors and has 
been browned by suns. With his own 
hands ho has planted the. hundreds of 
trees that surround tho little collec* 
Hon of houses, tho chapel and tho 
funeral pyre, which constitute The 
Heights. 

A few years ago tho poet's mother 
died at the age of ninety. There was 
a strikingly beautiful attachment be- 
tween the two, and since her death 
tho decline has set in which is tho 
basis* of his present illness,, 

"More than twenty years ago," Mil- 
ler wrote in an article published some 
time ago, "I sat down here on a moun- 
tain Bldo with mother and began to 
plant trees. Men and women came to 
work and to rest with us, men and 
women from colleges and universi- 
ties. No ono was naked to come-^-no 
one was ever asked to go. 

"More than twenty -years ago, whllo 
feoling my way along hero* and try- 
ing to uso what littlo common sense 
I then had, I wrote a small book, 'The 
Building of the City Beautiful*— 

"You want to see San Francisco? 
Well; you must come to Oakland; and 
do you want to see Oakland and San 
Francisco and the bay of all baya on 
the globe, and the Golden Gate, at a 
glance and all together? Then you 
must go' two miles .to tho northeast 
and then half a milo perpendicular. 
In short, you muBt comb to Tho 
.Heights, to the camp where Fremont 
tonted half a century ago, and to tho 
Bpot from which ho flowed and named 
tho now fomouB Golden Gate, long be- 
fore gold was found." 

Tho real name of; tho poot is Cln- 
cinnatus Helno Miller. Tho pseudonym 
"Joaquin" was derived from his de- 
fense of the Mexican bandit, Joaquin 

MurlotuV many y ears fl B0- 

Miller was born in tho Wabash dis- 
trict of Indiana on November 10, 1841,. 
and in 1864 waB taken to Oregon by 



s/QAQlM MILLER 
his father. Ho had little schooling 



and early ran away from homo, going 
to the •California gold fields. Ho ac- 
companied Walker on tho Nicaragua 
expedition, lived among tho Indians 
and Spaniards on the coast of Califor- 
nia and became familiar with their 
customs. Ho studied law, being grad- 
uated from Columbia college, In Ore- 
gon, in 1858. Ho practiced unsuccess- 
fully in Idaho and turned express 
messenger. In 1803 he settled In Ore- 
gon and became editor of "Tho Eu- 
gene City Democratic Register," which, 
was suppressed. in the same year. In 
1864 Miller returned to the law and 
practlcod in Canyon City, Ore. Hero 
ho became popular, owing to his serv- 
ices against the warlike Snake In- 
dians, and from 1866 to 1870 served as 
a Judge In Grant county. 

HIb first important nttempts at 
writing were made here, and ho tried 
to sell a collection of his poems un- 
der tho title of "Songs of the Sierras" 
in the oast. They did not find a ready 
market, and ho finally' went to Eng- 
land, where they were published and 
created a sensation. It was In Lon- 
don that Miller was recognized, petted, 
lionized and even overestimated per- 
haps. , 
Tho poet returned from England 
and went to Washington, and finally, 
in 1877, to California and settled at 
Tho Heights, whore his retreat soon 
became the Mecca for literary people. 
At times persons with literary or ar- 
tistic tendencies, forswearing the 
world for a time, have gone to Mil- 
ler's home as a haven of refuge. Hero 
are burled the bodies of Maud Miller, 
the poet's daughter, and of his mothor. 
It has been sold that tho poet de- 
sired ' to have his own body burned 
upon the pile of rough stones that 
cover his child's grave, but tho truth 
of his requeBt is that he be cremated 
and the ashes placed upon tho pile, 
that tho wind may scatter them far 
and wide over tho land ho loved so 
.well. 

HIb life has not been spent In tho 
ways of ease and luxury, such as one 
usually associates with the existence 
of pootB. He has "roughed it" and 
has lived hard^ Ho has fought and 
has boon beaten; ho has fought and 
he has won. 

Today he sits before his homo on 
tho veranda, with Its trelllsod vines, 
and receives the' care of wife and 
daughter. He sits by tho hour gazing 
out. from the secluded Heights upon 
the cities, the bay, the ships and tho 
hlllB beyond that through twenty-five 
years ■ or moro he has watched and 
studied and loved. Every little atten- 
tion that a woman knows so well how 
to bestow is showered upon tho white 
haired man, tho patriarch of tho Oak- 
land hills, known tho world over for 
his flowery verse, his eccentricity, his 
lovo of the beautiful and of California.

''Take 'em," she said, and throwing 
her whimpering burdenB into the arms 
of the astonished attendants, she 
plunged back into the smoke.

Out of the sixty children who were 
rendered homeless by the fire, only 
eighteen have been" provided for so far. 
There now remains about forty for 
whom homes will have to be provided 
for in a short time, as they are left 
with practically no roof over their 
heads. 

It is now the plan of the manage- 
ment of the orphanage to rent one of 
the large vacant houses in Lake Bluff, 
and house all children there who have 
not been provided for before that time.

Fowler (Ind.) Farmer Said to Have 

Asserted He Would Be Rich 

With Mate Like Her. 



Mexico City. — In a manifesto to the 
Mexico people President Diaz an- 
nounced that he will resign his ofllco 
bo soon as peace shall be restored. 

In this manner the president has 
virtually acceded to the demands of 
Francisco I. Madero that he make an 
announcement of such Intention. 

As to when peace Is actually re- 
stored General Diaz reserves tho right 
to be the judge. In tho words of tho 
manifesto. It will be "when, according 
to the dictates of my conscience, I 
am sure that my resignation will not 
be followed by anarchy." 

The president declared that his de- 
termination not to relinquish the pres- 
idency at this time was not duo to 
vanity or love of power, because as 
he pointed out, power at this time had 
no attraction, accompanied as it is, 
by tremendous responsibilities and 
worry. He said he was prompted 
solely by a desire to conserve the 
best Interests of his country. 

The president made It clear that 
he does not propose to abandon the 
presidency while his country Is at 
war and that ho would not do so at 
any time under compulsion. 

El Paso, Tex.— Two hours before 
word came from Mexico City that Gen- 
eral Diaz had announced his intention 
of resignation the Mexican rebel army 
had begun breaking camp around 
Jliarez preparatory to marching upon |, 
Mexico City, capital of tho republic. 

Preparations for the long march 
followed an announcement by Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, Jr., provisional presi- 
dent, that he expected to be before 
Mexico City at the head of 20.000 
troops within thirty days and that his 
troops would be Itept busy fighting 
until the federal troops had been com- 
pletely conquered. 

When Madero heard of tho proposed 
resignation of President Diaz he im- 
mediately gave orders to have the 
troops stop marching. Couriers were 
sent ahead to halt the advance guard 
also. 

Madero's announcement of the pro-^ 
posed march southward and his aban- 
donment of the proposed attack on 
Juarez was due to his fear of compli- 
cations with the United States. If the 
international border warfare Is con- 
tinued. His orders directed, all revolu- 
tionists to withdraw from the frontier. 
In a manifesto to his army, he cited 
the Douglas (Ariz.) Incident and de- 
clared that while the taking of Juarez 
might be an Immenso military advan- 
tage, It would bring about complica- 
tions with a nation "which has al- 
ways given us proofs of Its friend- 
ship," and with whom an International 
conflict would be probable. 



Fowler, Ind.. — Preparations for a 
continuation of tho search for 
more bodies on tho Poole "death farm" 
four miles from hero went forward 
with vigor. Simultaneously a new 
and startling story having to do with 
Poole's state of mind reached the lit- 
tlo Indiana town. Francis Moyor, a 
neighbor of Poole, 1b responsible for 
tho statement. 

According to Mover's story, Poolo 
was a great admirer of Mrs. Bello Gun- 
noss, tho Laporto woman whose suit- 
ors disappeared as mysteriously aa 
Poole's farm hands, and upon whoso 
farm bodies were found. In a family 
conversation at the Poole homo at 
which Moyer was present Poolo Is de- 
clared to havo remarked that If ho 
had a wife like Bello Gunness ho 
would havo been wealthy long ago.

2Ie is also alleged to have said that the 
"cheapest way to pay farm hands was 
with a gun or club, anyway." 

Moyer further said that ho had a 
talk seven or eight years ago with 
Ward Banes, a nephew of Poole, and 
at that time Banes told Moyer that It 
was tho Impression among tho rela- 
tives that Poolo had killed a farm hand 
and burled -hlra in tho locust grovo 
east of the house. 

Another sensational statement In 
this connection is attributed to Man- 
ley Marlowe, brother-in-law of Poole, 
by a Lafayette (Ind.) newspaper. It Is 
said that recently Marlowo said posi- 
tively that he "could put his foot on 
tSe grave of another man on the Poolo 
farm." 

Tho anger of the Inhabitants of tho 
county has not cooled with the ar- 
raignment of the prisoner and his re- 
tention behind prison bars without 
bonds. A band of villagers turned out 
to "look over" the jail. They could 
not see within and made no attempt 
to enter, but they seemed to find en- 
joyment In standing about and watch- 
ing the placo.

Columbus, Ohio.— Prosecutor Tur- 
ner indicated that Indictments for 
perjury were probable as a result of 
evidence given before the grand jury 
in connection with the bribery investi- 
gation. 

It nlBO was made clear that legisla- 
tors are not alone to be punished for 
connection with bribes, but that lob- 
byists also will be indicted if It Is 
feund sufTlcIent testimony can be ob- 
tained to bring about convictions.

Some are reported 
to have left the state.

— Holding that tho af» 
fidavlts of Edward B. McLean 
and his wife, Evelyn Walsh McLean, 
In defense of the suit of Cartier, the 
New York jeweler, to recover $180,000, 
the purchase price of the celebrated 
Hope diamond, are sufficient In law, 
Justice Barnard of the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia refused 
to grant the motion of tho plaintiffs 
for summary judgment.

While the McLeans contended In 
their answer that Cartier misrepre- 
sented the value of the gem, supersti- 
tion as to the ill-fortune that has fol- 
lowed owners of the Hope diamond 
Is said to have something to do with 
the case.

SISTERS IN A SAD REUNION 

Four Widows of Railroad Engineers, 

All Killed In Wrecks, to Meet 

at Funeral of Last Victim. 

Huntington, W. Va.— Four sisters, 
all widows of railroad engineers 
killed In wrecks, met at the fu- 
neral of Engineer Thomas Pilch- 
er of this city, who was killed 
in a wreck of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
railroad near Thurmond. Mr. Pllcher 
was one of four engineers who mar- 
ried four sisters, the Misses Garner 
of Albermarle county, West Virginia. 
Each met death In his cab, each was 
Uie engineer of a fast express train, 
and the fireman of each was killed 
with him, although no passengers 
were hurt. 



Newburg, N. Y.— One woman 
was killed, a man and a woman 
were fatally hurt and a- fourth person 
is missing as a result of a disastrous 
"joy ride". John Campbell, a chauf- 
feur, and Frank Mlnerly took a new 
automobile from a local garage about 
2 o'clock In the morning and, with 
Mrs. Anna Tomer and MrB. Pearl 
Grant, went out for a ride. About 
four miles from the city tho car ran 
Into a ditch struck a wall and turned 
over. 

Mrs. Tomer was crushed to death 
under the car, Mrs. Grant was hurt 
about tho head, and Campbell suffer- 
ed a broken arm and fractured rlba. 
Mlnerly disappeared. Campbell Is li- 
able to prosecution for a misdemeanor 
in taking the car and for manslaught- 
er under the new stato law. 



Chicago. — Declaring tho entire In- 
quiry being conducted by the Helm 
committee into the election of Sena- 
tor Lorimer to be without warrant of 
law, Judgo A. J. Petit sustained tho 
writs of habeas corpus Issued to pre- 
vent Edward Tllden, William C. Cum- 
mlngs and George M. Benedict from 
being taken before tho bar of the 
state aonato at Springfield to anBwer 
contempt proceedings. 

Ho ordered the Immediate release 
of tho relators and assessed the costs 
of the hearing against tho senate, 
every contention of the attorneys for. 
tho senate being denied. 

One eoncesslon was made, however 
— tho right of appeal made possible 
by tho entry of Judgment for costs 
against tho respondents. 

If the case is reviewed by some ap- 
pellate tribunal, It will be appealed In 
the name of E. H. Hatfield, assistant 
sergeant-at-arms of tho senate, who 
served tho warrants on tho, packer and 
his associates more than a week ago. 
Taking Immediate advantago of this 
entry, John J. Healy, counsel for tho 
Helm committee! prayed for appeal 
and was allowed ten days In which to 
file a bill of exceptions. 

The motion was granted and bond 
of $250 was required of the nppellant. 
It Is conceded by those most closely 
connected with tho investigation of 
tho Lorimer Bcnndal that this decision 
of Judgo Petit practically means the 
end of tho Helm committee's activi- 
ties, although another meeting of the 
committee will be held in Springfield. 
Whether the investigation will pro- 
ceed, It Is stated, will depend largely 
upon tho nature of tho testimony 
brought out by tho witnesses who 
havo been subpoenaed to answer be- 
fore tho committee. 



Now York.— In tho course of 
a signed article In tho forthcoming 
Outlook dealing with tho Los Angeles 
Times dynamiting, under tho title. 
"Murder Is Murder," Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt says: 

"If tho explosion waB not an acci- 
dent, but the dellberato act of any 
man or men. It was an outrago of das- 
tardly iniquity, for It was ono of 
these crimes in which tho murderer, 
lu order to gratify his spite against 
an Individual, not merely wrecked 
that individual's property, but with 
callous indlfferenco takes tho lives of 
scores of Innocent peoplo as an inci- 
dent to the achievement of his Bin- 
later and criminal purpose. 

'The men responsible for dynamit- 
ing tho Los Angeles Times building 
are responsible not only for tho wreck 
of the newspaper offices, but for the 
loss of many lives s 

"It happens that the men whom ho 
has now nrrested nro members of a 
labor organization, Just as men whom 
he formerly arrested were members 
of tho Republican or Democratic par- 
ties or of groat and wealthy corpora- 
tions. 

"No worse sorvico can bo rendered 
by labor union leaders to tho cause 
of unionism than that which they ren- 
der when they seek to identity tho 
cause of unionism with tho causo of 
any man guilty of a murderous attack 
of this nature. 

"I havo no Idea whether tho men 
•arrested on Mr. Burns' statements are 
or are not guilty; tho labor leaders in 
question havo no Idea whether or not 
they are.

EI Paso, Tex.—InBUbordlnatlon In 
the rankB of General Madero's, army 
caused a fierce attack on Juarez by 150 
rebels and, after a day of skirmishing, 
culminated in a careful retreat by the 
luBurrectoB. 

The rebels not only succeeded in 
capturing Bomo of the important fed- 
eral, outposts, but carried the fighting 
into the town. Tho casualties of the 
InBurrectos* and federals are not 
known, but, five peoplo on tho Ameri- 
can sldo of tho lino wore killed and nt 
least twelve wounded. 

When tho bullets began to fall like 
hall in tho streets of El Paso Col. 
Steover, in command of tho Fourth 
United States cavalry, sent couriers to 
Generals Madero and Navarro bearing 
this nicssage: 

"In 'the namo of tho president of the 
United Spates- 1 hereby protoat against 
men under your command handling 
their arms in such a way that bullets 
fall into United States territory, as Is 
happenlng. M ^ 

Hut tho bullets continued to fall, 
and Colonel Steever later wired to 
Washington for instructions. 

Before withdrawing, tho insurrectoa 
had captured all tho customs houses; 
tho two bridges joining Juarez and El 
Paso and tho bull ring. 

It. Is believed by many that Juarez 
would have been taken had It not been 
for conflicting orders ■ from Madero. 
Early In the day Madero undertook to 
open negotiations with the federals 
for an armistice. Tho negotiations 
failed and Madero gave notice that he 
purposed making a general attack. 
Shortly afterwards ho countermanded 
this order and said there would bo 
do attack. 

Generals Pasqual Orozco and Pon- 
cho Villa, a reformed bandit, com- 
manding a section of Madero's army, 
disregarded Madero and made the at- 
tack. Madero issued a statement de- 
claring that he had not been obeyed 
and was not responsible. 

In tho fighting it is said that Gen- 
eral Navarro was wounded. It Is not 
known whether or not the wound Is 
serious. 

Tho fighting started when about n 
dozen Insurrectos emerged from tho 
barren hills around Junrez and, skulk- 
ing along through tho shrubbery to- 
ward tho federal outposts, fired re- 
peatedly at a squad of federals cooped 
up lu an adobe house. Tho federals 
soon, left tho houso and fled, pursued 
by tho insurrectos, who wero headed 
by a Canadian named W. H.McKen- 
zlo. At tho first few shots two fed- 
erals toppled over. Soon tho federals 
abandoned tho trenchCa> and the in- 
surgents fired intermlttlngly for a few 
hours without advancing. At last the 
federals brought their artillery into 
action and heavy cannonading began. 
They gauged their fire well and not 
only shot shrapnel Into the lnsurrecto 
advance, but, far into the outlying 
forceB of tho rebel camp near- "Peace 
Grove," where tho commissioners 
wore to have met. 

Tho insurrectos, however, took ad- 
vantage of the river bank and used it 
for protection, as Uie federals had 
been ordered not to shoot into El 
Paso. They came as far as the Santa 
Fe bridge, which Joins Juarez and El 
Paso, driving tho federals back Into 
town and taking possession of tho cus- 
toms houses. Carrying the fight into 
Juarez, tho rebels entered the town, 
and for four hours kept up a continu- 
ous fire, lnsurrecto reinforcements 
reached tho bridge, hut did not fire, 
and withdrew at dark under orders 
of their chiefs.

The modest potato is not Bufilciontly 
taken Into account ub a producer of 
profit for the man who tills tho soil. 

Wo hear about the romance > of 
Wheat, tho kingly rule of Corn, the 
commercial dignity of Oats and Alfal- 
fa, of Barley and Ryo, and we count 
them as sources of great wealth for 
thoBO who make the earth their serv- 
ant.

Tho Oregon Short Line, together 
with tho affiliated lines' mentioned 
above, traverses tho states of Idaho, 
Utah, Oregon, Washington, Montana 
and Wyoming, bo It will bo readily 
seen that tho winning of prizes for 
which there were competitors from so 
wide a territory was an accomplish- 
ment of great importance . to the vic- 
torious state and of lasting credit to 
the successful growers." 

Tho results of this contest, partici- 
pated In by bo many of tho most, pro- 
gressive farmers In tho prescribed dis- 
trict, wero amazing, and tho follow- 
ing account of those results, with fig- 
ures showing what the returns signify 
in tho matter of profits from the land, 
should prove interesting to everyone 
concerned in agricultural affairs. 

Through Mr. L. A. Snyder, the first 
prize of $600 was won by Twin Falls 
county, Idaho, with tho "Dalmony 
Challenge" variety of potatoes.

At 70 cents per 100 pounds, or 42 
cents per bushel, tho price Mr.'Snyder 
received, tho one prize aero produced 
in money, therefore, tho sum of 
1241.74, besides tho 4,150 pounds, or 
almost 70 bushels, In culls, which 
were available for homo use. 

Mr. Snyder has given to the Com- 
mercial Club of Twin Falls some fur- 
ther facts showing tho possibilities of 
potato" raising In his section of tho 
country. He reports that from three 
acres of land ho harvested 895 sacks 
of potatoes, averaging 110 pounds to 
the sack. He sold 1,500 bushels at 42 
cents- per bushel, receiving $630, and 
ho had 75 sacks left for seed. 

An average gross profit of $210 per 
acre, when we consider how much 
smaller is the averago gross profit 
from an acre of grain, gives tho read- 
er a fair idea of what tho intensive po- 
tato farming opportunities of Idaho 
really aro.

All of tho farm- 
ers who entered tho contest in which 
Mr. Snyder carried off first . honor 
came out wonderfully well. Mr. Gil- 
more harvested 37,476 pounds of 
"Peachblow" potatoes from tho acre 

that won for him tho second prize, and 
many others wero close competitors. 

Added encouragement for those who 
have never tried potato growing as a 
profit-making business Is found in tho 
fact that Mr. Snyder's potato experi- 
ence began only five years ago, 

Up to 1905, when ho moved to Idaho, 
ha had lived upon cattle and hay 
ranches^ had engaged In dairy, livery 
and mining work, but had not had ex- 
perience as a farmer. He took up po- 
tato .growing in Idaho because he 
thought it offered an agreeable, and 
nrofltablo occupation, 'and ho has made 



the results of each year better than 
those of the year, before. 

Speaking a short time ago, Mr. Sny- 
der said: "I have always Bald that we 
have the beBt irrigated country in tho 
United States. Mr. Burley gave us, a 
chance to prove It, and it was as much 
tho opportunity of showing that we 
could make good, as tho money, which 
induced mo to go into this competi- 
tion." 

Notwithstanding his achievement, 
Mr. Snyder does not believe that his 
record will stand. Ho has too great 
a faith in the potato Industry and in 
Idaho to permit such an opinion. "I 
do not think we have reached the limit, 
by *a long way,"' bo remarks, confi- 
dently, and there aro thousands who 
are familiar with that country who 
are ready to echo the assertion. 

Tho fact is that largo profits from 
potato raising In Idaho aro tho rule, 
not the exception. H. P. Frodsbam, a 
farmer in the American Falls district, 
commonly takes 500 bushels from an 
acre, his yield per acre thus being, at 
42 cents per bushel, $210. 

Someone who knowsHhe conditions 
in and the possibilities of Idaho has 
said, that "It is a maxim in southern 
Idaho that tho new settler, with little 
or no capital or Implements, but with 
a willingness to work, can plant pota- 
toes on hlB Irrigated ' farm tho first 
year and make a good living for his 
family, besides laying aside money to 
make all necessary payments on his 
land." 

William B. Kelley, who owns a 
ranch near Gooding, says: "Wo get 
so many potatoes to tho acre that we 
don't stop to count the sacks." 

Samuel Lewis, also living near Good- 
ing, reports as follows: "Potatoes 
grow largo and thick. Six potatoes 
from my field weighed 21 pounds. The 
crop runs 500 to 600 bushels to tho 
acre, and con aways bo depended 
upon." 

Tho price received by Mr. Snyder 
for his prize-winning potatoes does 
not by any means represent the "top" 
of the Idaho market. Much higher 
prices have been commanded nt vari- 
ous times, yet at the 42-cent rate re- 
ceived by Mr. Snyder his profits were 
very large. 

Scores of instances may be cited -to 
show what the lands of Idaho hold in 
store for those who will put forth the 
effort that must precede "success. 

Those who have succeeded In this 
ono task of potato raising, trace their 
accomplishments to industry, of 
course, and to a study of conditions 
and needs. But they could not have 
reaped such harvests If industry and 
determination bad not been fortified 
by ideal conditions of climate and soil.
